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A SUMMARY of the Hiſtory of ENGL AND,

Invaſion of FULIUS CAESAR to the Death of King GEORGE L 
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HE name of BRIT AIN is moſt probably de- 
rived from the Phænician words, Barat-anac, the 
land of Tin; or Brithan, outer: But the Natives 
were wont to call themſelves Cumri. iv 

The whole Ifland is of a triangular form : Whereof the 
ſouth-ſide contains about three hundred miles; the eaſt- ſide 
about ſeven hundred; and the weſtern about eight hundred. 

It was not originally peopled by Brutus, (from whom ſome 
would derive the name of Bas) and a body of Trojans he 
brought along with him: But'it firſt inhabitants were Celtæ 
or Gauls, that came over from the neighbouring part of the 
Continent, then called Gallia, now France and Flanders, 

The Belgæ are ſaid by ſome writers to ſettle in the eaſtern, 
the Spaniards in the weſtern, and the Hibernians or Iriſh 
in the northern parts of Great-Britain : However, it makes 
no variation in what is ſaid before, for the people 


from Gaul. ob p. Ve 
There was a great affinity and likeneſs between the Reli- 

gion, Manners, Cuſtoms, and Complexion of the Gault 

and Britens. 1 


The Britons were generally tall and well- made, "and yel- 


low-haired : Their conſtitution was ſo good, that they 
frequently lived to a hundred and twenty years. 

The uſe of cloathes was ſcarce known in the Iſland ; 
none but the inhabitants of the ſouthern coaſt covering their 
nakedneſs with the ſkins of wild beaſts, careleſsly thrown 
over them. 


They were wont, by way of ornament, to make incifions 
in their bodies, in the ſhape of flowers, trees, and animals; 
which they painted of a ſky-colour, with the juice e ad 
that never wore out. 

They lived in woods, in huts covered over with ſkins, 
boughs, or turf. 

Their uſual food was milk, and fleſh got by hunting. 
As for domeſtic fowls, hens and geeſe, if they bred any it 
was for their pleaſure, being ſtrictly forbid by their Reli- 
gion to eat them : neither did they eat any fiſh. 

Their towns, or rather villages, were only a confuſed 
parce] of hutts placed at a little diſtance from each other, 
without any order or diſtinction of ſtreets. And they gene- 
rally ftood in the middle of a wood, the avenues whereof

Notwithſtanding this plain manner of living, they were 
as quick of apprehenſion, mays even of greater penetration 
than their neighbours the Gauls; and moſt eminent for 
honeſty and integrity. 

This remarkable cuſtom they had; that ten brothers or 
more lived all together, and had their wives in common. 

They fought, for the moſt part, in chariots ; from whence, 
furiouſly driving among their enemies, they flung about their 
darts ; But when they had to deal with the horſe, they left 
their chariots to fight on foot with advantage. 

Though they were well ſituated for trade, they had not 
any large veſſels, nor ventured to fea beyond the coaſts of 
Gaul. Their chief commerce was with the Phænician Mer- 


chan, who, after the diſcovery of the Iſland, exported 
every year great quantities of tin.

Eubates, The Druids had the care and direction of all re- 
ligious matters ; and held Miſletoe in great veneration and 
elteem. 

As to their Government ; they were divided into ſeve- 
ral petty States, with a Head or King over each, Upon 
imminent dangers, one of theſe Kings was, by common 
conſent, choſen chief Commander, whoſe power was limit- 
ed, as well as the time of his Adminiſtration, 


Ireland was originally peopled by a colony from pam: 
And was a &eft called Scotland, and the inhabitants Scots. 


In the 5th century, after the birth of Chriſt, a body of 
them crofling the IJriſb ſea, came and ſettled in the North 
part of Britain, which from them came to be called Scotland. 

Before this time, that wild country was peopled only by 
ſuch of the Pi#s, or painted Britons, as were driven thither, 
or had fled before the Roman arms. 

Some Scottyh Authors pretend, that Gathelus fon of 
Cecrops King of Athens, who married Scota daughter of 
Pharaoh King of Egypt, was the founder of the Scots 
Monarchy, about 330 years before Chriſt ; but this is too 
fabulous to admit of any credit. p. viii.

Introduces the way of building with brick and ſtone. 

As to his private life, he diſtributed his time ſo, as to allot 


eight hours every day to acts of devotion, eight hours to 


public affairs, and as many to ſleep, ſtudy, and neceſſary 
refreſhment. 

Clocks not being in uſe, he invents wax-candles marked 
with circular lines of divers colours, to meaſure time ; and, 
to keep them from the wind, incloſes them in lanthorns. 

His charities were very extraordinary and extenſive, Be- 
ing learned, and a lover of learning, he tranſlates into Saxon 
Gregory's Paſtoral, Boethius de Conſolatione, and Bede's Ec- 
ceſiaſtical Hiſtory. 

Alfred dies, in the 52d year of his age, after a Reign of 
29 years and a half, leaving Sve children behind him; and 
was buried at Miucheſter. His eldeſt fon Edward ſucceeds 
him. His ſecond fon was named Ethelward ; and his three

Some Lords, diſdaining to be governed by a baſtard, con- 
ſpire to dethrone Athelſtan, and place Edwin in his room. 

Alfred, the chief of the conſpirators, proteſting his inno- 
cence, is ſent to purge Himſelf by oath in the preſence of 
the Pope, as he offered to do. 

The Danes in Northumberland beginning to raiſe com- 
motions, Athelſtan marches againſt them, and obliges them 
to return to their allegiance. 

Upon the death of Sithric King of Northumberland, Athel- 
ten marches into that Country, at the head of an army, 
and obliging the three Daniſh Princes, Anlaf, Gedfrid, and 
Reginald, to fave themſelves by flight, makes himſelf maſ- 
ter of all Northumberland.

They take up arms again, in order to ſhake off Ed- 
mund's yoke : Who, immediately marching into Mercia, 
takes from them Leicgſter, Stafford, &c. and then advancing 
into Northumberland, obliges the two Daniſb Kings to aban- 
don fngland.

Edmund conquers the Kingdom of Cumberland, and be- 
ſtows it upon the King of Scotland, who does homage to 
him for the ſame.

HE Nerthumbrian Danes league with Malcolm King 
of Scotland, and endeavour to ſhake off the Engli/h 
yoke. p. 203 
Edred, marching againſt them, forces them to ſubmit, 
and ſue for peace. 
He puniſhes the principal Authors of the revolt, and ob- 
liges Malcolm to pay him homage. 
The Northumbrian Danes revolt again, and recall Anlaf, 
who makes himſelf maſter of Northumberland. 
But growing tyrannical, he is driven out a ſecond time by 
his ſubjects, and Eric placed on the T hrone.

and to Edward is born there Edgar-Atheling, Margaret, 
and Chriſtian. | 

 Eqdwy-adeling, and Ediuy- ceorleging, ſons of Ethelred II. 
are baniſhed England. 

Canute recalls the firſt, and finds means to diſpatch him 
out of the way.

He ſubdues all Mercia, with Eadric Streon's aſſiſtance.

Hardi-Canute impoſes a tax of above 32,000 /. on Eng- 
land, for the payment of his fleet and army. 

The inhabitants of Worcefter oppoſing the levying of that 


tax, an army is ſent to quell them, which plunders and 
burns that City. 

Edward, ſon of Ethelred Il, comes to Court, and de- 
mands juſtice againſt Godwin, for the murder of his brother 
Alfred. 

Ger4win diverts the ſtorm by making the King a preſent 
of a fine galley; and is acquitted, upon taking his oath he 
had no hand in the death of Prince Alfred.

OME difficulties ariſe concerning the Succeſſion to the

Account of the Government, Lawi, Manners, Cuftoms, and 
the Anglo-Saxons: 


MT the laws in Europe ate derived from thoſe 
of the northern Nations. p· 147 

The laws and cuſtoms of England are, for the moſt 
part, the ſame as were brought in by the Anglo-Saxons j and 
had their original from them. 

The Saxons had no Kings in Germany, when they ſent 
troops to the aſſiſtance of the Britons: p. 148 

Their territories were divided into 12 Provinces, over 
each of which a Governor was appointed by the Fittena- 
Gemot, or Mycel-Synod. 

There were alſo Governors ſet over the Cities and Bo- 
roughs. 

In time of war, the Aſſembly elected a General to com- 
mand the army, and to be head of the Commonwealth. 

Hengiſt, and the reſt of the Saxon leaders, introduce the 
title of King in England. 

The Saxons cantle out their conqueſts in England into 
ſeven Kingdoms, each King being Sovereign in his King- 
dom, but not being exempted however from all dependence 
on the Hittena-Gemot. 

There was a HWittena-Gemet in each Kingdom, and a ge- 
neral one for all the ſeven. 

The Saxan Government was Monarchical and Ariſtoera- 
tical. | 

The ſeveral ranks and degrees of men among the Saxohs, 
were, The King; The Queen; The Princes, ſirnamed 
Clyto : The Ealdormen ; The Dukes or Heretoghan : The 
Ealdorman of all England; The Chancellor; The Kyn- 
ing's-hold, or Generaliſſimo; The High-Sheriffs, or Viſ- 
counts: The Thanes (whereof ſome were Eccleſiaſtical, 
and others Civil;) divided into three claſſes, The King's 
Thanes, The middle Thanes, and the inferior Thanes: 
The Ceotles; and the Bond-men, or Villains. Laſtly, 
The Freeholders; and the Burghers, and 22

Their Courts 7 were, The Tything-Court, The 
Hundred-Court, The Trything-Court, The Shiregemot or 
Folcmote, The King's Court, and the Wittena-Gemot.

The Wittena-Gemot is of the ſame date with the Royal

When it is known that Milliam was crowned at London, 
the reſt of the Kingdom ſubmits to him. 

He ſeizes Hareld's treaſure, and diſtributes part among 
the principal Officers of his army, and part to the Churches 
and Monaſterics; and ſent alſo the Peter-pence to the 
Pope, with Hareld's ſtandard. p. 168 

The Cities and richeſt Men in the Kingdom make pre- 
ſents to their new King. 

Iilliam treats the Engli/h with great moderation, and 
arders his officers and the ſoldiers to do the ſame. 

He confirms by a public edict the People's privileges. 

Having ſome miſtruſt however of the Lendoners, he re- 
tires to Berking, till the Tower he had begun was finiſhed, 

He places alſo ſtrong garriſons in Haſtings, Dover, and 
I inc beſter. 

Edwin, Morcar, Coxo, and other great men come and 
ſwear fealty to William; and to all of them he reſtores 
their eſtates, and receives them into his favour. 

He beſtows large poſſeſſions upon Edgar, and gives lands 
to many of the Egli, in token of his Royal bounty. He 
alſo diftributes great rewards among his followers ; but, 
however, does not, for that purpoſe, take any thing un- 
juſtly from the Eugliſb. 

The foundations of Batcle- Abbey are laid, by King Wil-

He was beloved neither by the French, nor the Engliſb. 

But Eudo and Lanfranc do him great ſervice on this oc- 
caſion. 

Euds, the King's Steward, ſecures Dover, Wincheſter, 
Pevenſey, Haſlings, and other places for him: And delivers 
to him the late King's treaſures, which amounted to 60, oool. 
in money, beſides plate and jewels. 

Archbiſhop Lanfranc, who was beloved both by the 
Eugliſb and Normans, draws to his party the leading Lords 
of both Nations. 

Morcar and Ulnoth are brought over to England by Wil- 
liam, but, inſtead of being ſet at liberty, are impriſoned at 
IV ijncheſter. 

King William is crowned. 

He diſtributes, according to his father's" will, money a- 
mong the Churches, the Monaſteries, and the Poor. 

And holds his Court at Chriſimas at London.

William II. keeps the vacant Biſhoprics and Abbies in his 
hands, notwithſtanding the Popes menaces. 

The Popes gave way to Princes of reſolution and ſtead- 
dineſs, while they proceeded vigorouſly againft ſuch as durſt 
not oppoſe them. 

Henry IL. hath a long conteſt with the Court of Rome, 
about tne inveſtitures of Biſhops and Abbots, but at laſt the 
Pops agrees, that they ſhould do the King homage.

For that purpoſe, he levies a numerous army; and in 
doing it oppreſſes his ſubjects, not only in raiſing money by 
unlawful means, but alfo by taking carriages, victuals, and 
other neceſſaries, without paying for them. 

As he was at Briftol, ready to put to ſea, ſome jealouſies 
being infuſed into him of Henry Percy Earl of NVerthumber- 
land, he orders him to come to him, with what forces he 
could raiſe ; but the Earl excuſing himſelf, the King pro- 
claims him a Traytor, and baniſhes him. 

King Richard, having conſtituted Edmund Duke of May. 
York Regent of the Kingdom, embarks for Ireland, carry- 
ing the Duke of Lancafter's and the Duke of Gloucefter's 
ſons along with him, with the Crown- Jewels, and arrives 
at Waterford, June 1. 


He gains ſome advantages over the Iriſb, and defeats them 
in ſeveral encounters, wherein he gives proof of his valour. 


In the mean time, a Conſpiracy is formed in England to 
deprive him of his Crown, and the Malecontents invite 
over Henry Duke of Lancaſter and Hereford. 

Henry repairs to Bretagne, and hiring three ſhips of the June. 
Duke, embarks for England, with about 80 men, amon 
the reſt the late Archbiſhop of Canterbury, the Lord Ceb- Reg. 23. 
ham, &c. and 20 lances ; and after having cruiſed about 
for ſome time, lands at Ravenſpur in Yorkhire, p. 471 July 4. 

He is joined by the Lords Willoughly, Roſs, Darcy, Beau- 
mont; by the Earls of Northumberland and Ii eſimoreland; 
and by ſo many others, that his army ſoon amounts to 
60, ooo men. 

The Duke of Veri, Regent, and the reſt of the Miniſ- 
ters, leave London, and go to St. Albans, where they en- 
deavour to raiſe forces; but very few being willing to 
fight againſt the Duke of Lancaſter, the Duke of York re- 
tires to his own houſe, and the Miniſters to Briſtol, intend- 
ing to paſs into Ireland. 

The Duke of Lancaſter comes to Lenden, where he is 
gladly received ; and having ſecured that important place, 

ſts to Briflel, whoſe Caſtle being fortihed by Richard's 

avourites, he ſoon takes it, and cauſes William le Screpe 
Earl of Wilthire, Sir John Buſhey, and Sir Henry Greene, 
to be beheaded. 

Sir William Bagot, another of the Favourites, eſcapes to 
Ireland, and informs the King of all that had paſſed. 

King Richard prepares to come over to England, and 
in the mean time ſends before John de Montacute, Earl of 
Salisbury to raiſe forces, who accordingly gets together about 
40,000 men out of Wales and Cheſhire, but the King being 
detained in /reland by contrary winds, thoſe troops diſperſe, 
and return home, 

The King lands at Milford- Haven with a few attend- 
ants, from whence he goes to Caermarthen, and then with- 
draws privately to Conway Caſtle. 

In the mean time, the Duke of Lancaſter marches to 
Glaucefler, to Hereford, and Cheſter ; where John Holland 
Duke of Exeter, and Thomas Flolland Duke of Surrey, 
come to treat with him on the King's behalf, but are de-

The two armies meeting near Boſworth, draw up in order 
of battle, the King's conſiſting of between 12 and 13,000 


men, and the Earl of Richmond's of 5000 ; and, coming Aug. 22. 


here to an engagement, the King's army was totally de- 
feated, and himſelf ſlain, with the loſs of 1000 of 1200 
men; Whereas the Earl of Richmond did not loſe above 100, 

The moſt conſiderable perſons that fell on the King's 
fide, were, John Howard, Duke of Norfolk, Walter, Lord 
Ferrers, Sir Richard Ratcliffe, Robert Brackenbury, &c. and 
on the Earl's fide, the only perſon of note lain, was Sir 
IVilliam Brandon, his Standard-bearer. 

The Lord Stanley and his brother Sir William contributed 
greatly to this victory, by ſtanding neuter before the fight, 
and then falling furiouſly upon the King's troops, during the 
heat of the engagement. 

Richard's Crown being found by a Soldier, is brought 
to the Lord Stanley, who places it on the Earl of Richmond's 
head, ſaluting him King. p. 647 

The late King Richard's body is found among the ſlain, 
ſtark naked, covered with blood and dirt ; and in that con- 
dition thrown acroſs a horſe, behind Blanc Sanglier, a Pur- 
ſuivant at Arms, and carried to Leicefler ; where it was bu- 
ried in St. Mary's Church, belonging to the Grey-Friers. 

Thus fell King Richard III. in the 34th year of his age, 
after a ſhort Reign of two years, two months, and two 
days. 

And ſuch was the end of the Royal Family of Plantage- 
net, Which had ſwayed the Exgliſb Scepter, during the ſpace 
of 331 years. | 

By his Queen, Anne (ſecond daughter and coheir of 
Richard New, Earl of [/arwick and Salisbury, and widow 
of Edward ſon of King Henry VI.) he had only one ſon, 
who died in 1484. But he had two natural children 
John ſurnamed of Glouce/ter ; and Catharine married to Mil- 
liam Earl of Huntington.

But ſtill diſtruſting that title in his own mind, he is all 
his life afraid of the Houſe of York ; and upon this account, 
cauſes Edward Plantagenet, ſon of the late Duke of Clarence 
to be removed from Sheriff-hutton Caſtle to the Tower of 
London, where he is cloſely confined. 

The Princeſs Elizabeth, who was confined in the ſame 
Caſtle, comes to London, 

King Henry makes his entry into London; and cauſes 
King Richard's three ſtandards taken at Boſworth, to be 
brought into St. Paul's Church.

He gets a diſpenſation from the Pope's Legate for his mar- 
riage, and afterwards two diſpenſations from the Pope him- 
ſelt for the ſame : Together with a Bull, confirming the

The people being highly diſcontented with the King, be-

Richard Fox, Keeper of the Privy-Seal, is made Biſhop 
of Exeter. 
King Henry taking meaſures to oppoſe his enemies, levies 
two armies, under the command of the Duke of Bedford 
and the Earl of Oxford, to oppoſe the deſcent of the Flem- 
ings and [riſh; In the mean time, he takes a progreſs into 
Suffolk and Norfolk, and returns to London by the way of 
Cambridge: 
The Earl of Lincoln, and Lord Lovel, arrive in Ireland May. 
with the 2000 Germans; and, after Simnel's Coronation 
that was performed at Dublin, paſs over into Lancaſhire ; June. 
whence they advance towards Newar#, with a reſolution to

The loweſt degree of honour, which. is heteditary, is that 
of Baronets, and was firſt. inſtituted by 8 I. Anno 
161t. given by patent to a man and the heirs male of his 
own body a begotten ;. for which each one is obliged 
to pay into the Exchequer as much as will, for three years, 
at 8 d. per diem, pay 30 foot ſoldiers to ſerve in the Province 

* of Ulſter in Ireland; which ſum amounts to 1095 l. which 
is now always remitted. 

Baronets have precedence before all Knights, except 
Enights of the Garter, Knights who are Privy-Counſellors, 
or Knights Barmerets, made under the King's banner or 
ſtandard diſplayed in an army royal in open war, and the 
King perſonally preſent. | 

They are ſtiled Baronets in all Writs, Commiſſions, &c. 
with the addition of Sir, by a peculiar clauſe in their Patent 
of creation,. and their wives are Ladies. 

Baronets and their eldeſt ſons, being of full age, may 
claim K nighthood. | 

Baranets have the privilege to bear in a canton of theit 
eoat of arms, or in a whole eſcutcheon, the arms of Ulſter, 
viz. in a field argent, a hand Gules.

The whole number of Baronets in England were not to 
exceed 200 at one and the ſame time; but now their 
number is without limitation: Their qualifications are, 
That they be of good reputation, and defcended. of a grand- 
father, at leaſt by the father's ſide, that bore arms, and 
have alſo a yearly revenue of 10001. per annum de claro.

The Parliament is prorogued to the 15th of March ; 
but, on the 1oth, a proclamation is publiſhed to diſſolve 
it.

To enable his Majeſty effectually to pro- 
hibit commerce (for the ſpace of one year) with any 
Country that is or ſhall be infected with the plague, Cc. 
5. An act giving further encouragement for the importati- 
on of naval ſtores, &c. 6. For encouragement of the 
ſilk- manufactures of this Kingdom; and for taking off ſe- 
veral duties on merchandizes exported, and for reducing 
the duties. upon beaver-ſkins, pepper, mace, cloves and 
nutmegs imported ; and for importation of all furs, of the 
product of the Britiſb Plantations into this Kingdom only; 
and that the two Corporations of Aſſurance, on any ſuits 
brought on their polices, ſhall be liable only to ſingle da- 
mages and coſts of ſuit. 7. For paying off and cancelling 
one million of Excheguer bills, and to give eaſe to the 
Seuth-Sza Company, in reſpect of its preſent obligation to 
circulate or contribute towards circulating Exchequer bills; 
and to give further time to that Company for repayment of 
one million, which was lent to them; and for iſſuing a 
further ſum in new Exchequer bills towards his Majeſty's 
lupply, to be diſcharged and cancelled, when the faid 
Company ſhall repay the million owing by them ; and for 
appropriating the ſupplies granted to his Majeſty in this 
Seſſion of Parliament, Sc. 8. To enable the South-Sea 
Company to diſpoſe of the effects in their hands by way 
of lottery or ſubſcription, or to ſell part of their fund or 
annuity payable at the Exchequer, & 9. To prevent 
the miſchiefs by forging powers to transfer ſtocks, annuities, 
Sc. or by fraudulently perſonating the true owners there- 
of, Sc. 10. For better ſupplying the City and Liberties of 
Het minſter, and parts adjacent, with water.

* HEN Chriſtianity was firſt planted in theſe parts, 

Cornwal and Devonſhire were placed under the ju- 
riſdiction of the Biſhop of Dorcheſter ; but, that epiſcopal 
Seat being removed to Wincheſter in the year 660, theſe 
weſtern parts were made ſubject to that new Sec. When 
the Monaftery of Sherbourn was turned into a Cathedral, 
about the year 705, theſe Counties were included in that 
Dioceſe 3 which continued about two hundred years, and 
then Plegmund, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, at the com- 
mand of King Edward the Elder, erected three new Bi- 
ſhoprics, one at Wells, for Somerſetſhire, another at Bod- 
min, for Cornwal, and the laſt at Tawton-Biſhops, for 
Devon, which was after removed to Crediton, and at 
length ſettled at Exeter. That Dioceſe contains the en- 
tire Counties of Devon and Cornwal ; in which there are 
725 Churches and Chapels, and four Archdeaconries, viz. 
thoſe of Exeter, Barnſtable, Totneſs, and Cornwal.

SALISBURY. 


T HIS Biſhop's See was at firſt fixed at Sherborn in Dor- 
ſetſhire, and contained all that Diſtrict which is now 
divided into the Dioceſes of Salisbury, Briſtol, Wells, and 
Exeter.

H E antiquity of Knighthood of the Bath is ſuppoſed 
| to have been practiſed by the antient Franks, the 
| inhabitants of Lower Germany, with whom it is 

highly probable the Saxons, who invaded England, had the 
ſame common deſcent, and who, with other cuſtoms, upon 
their ſettling here, introduced the ſame method of Knight- 
hood. Theſe antient Franks, when they conferred Knight- 
hood, obſerved, amongſt other ſolemn rites, Bathing, before 
they performed their Vigils : Which rites continued to be 
practiſed in England; and from thence Gentlemen were 
here denominated Knights of the Bath. 
In the Reign of Henry IV, there is a degree of Knight- 
hood ſpecified under the expreſs appellation of Knights 
of the Bath. That King, on the day of his coronation in 
the Tower of London, conferred the ſame upon forty-ſix 
Eſquires, who had watched all night before, and had 
bathed themſelves, From that time, it was cuſtomary 
with our Kings to confer this dignity preceding their coro- 
nations; the coronations of their Queens; the birth and 
marriage of the Royal Iſſue, and their firſt advancement to 
honours ; upon their deſigned expeditions againſt their 
foreign enemies; upon inftallations into the moſt noble 
Order of the Garter ; and when ſome grand anniverſary- 


feſtivals were celebrated. 
The laſt Knights of the Bath that were made, until the 


year 1725, were at the Coronation of King Charles II. 
In the year 1725, King George I. thought fit to re- 
vive this Order of Knighthood, and to ſettle it in the 
form it now is— declaring ;himſelf Sovereign of the Order ; 
and. aſſigning the Chapel of Henry VII, in Weſtminſter- 
Abbey, as the Chapel of the Order ; and ordering Ban- 
ners of the Arms of the Knights, with Plates alſo of their 
arms and tiles, to be placed on their ſeveral Stalls, in like 
manner as the Knights of the Garter in St. George's 
Chapel at Windſor, allowing them Supporters to their 
Arms; and the Ribbon of the Order, with the Motto 
(Tria junta in uno) to be worn round the Arms; as alſo 
a Star of eight points, with the Motto, to be worn on their 
upper garment ; and appointing Prince William, ſecond 
ſon of the Prince of Wales, the Firſt Knight of the 
Order; the Duke of Mountague to be Crrand-Maſter ; 
and making thirty-five Noblemen and Gentlemen the other

Ceremonies obſerved at the Inſtallation of the 
Knights Companions of the moſt honourable 


Order of the Bath, upon Thurſday, June 17, 
174. 


HE Knights having apparelled themſelves in their ſur- 
coats of red, lined, and edged with white, girded a- 

bout with a white girdle without any ornament thereon, and 
in mantles of the ſame colour and lining, made faſt about 
the neck with a lace of white filk, having a pair of white 
gloves tied therein, with taſſels of ſilk and gold at the end, 
which mantles were adorned upon the left ſhoulders with the 
enſign of the order, being three imperial crowns Or, ſur- 
rounded with the antient motto of this knighthood, Tria 
Junta ix Uno, wrought upon a circle Gules, with a glory or 
Tays iſſuing from the center, and under it the lace of white 
lilk heretofore worn by the Knights of the Bath, which be- 
ing done in the chambers belonging to the Speaker of the 
Houſe of Commons, and the proxies of the abſent Knights 
taking upon their right arms the mantles of their principals, 
from thence repaired to the Prince's chamber, (their chapter- 
room) about ten of the clock in the forenoon ; and the per- 
ſons, who were to attend in this ceremony, being ranged 
according to their degrees, and waiting upon the ſtairs, and 
at the bottom of the ſtairs that lead from that room, a ſolemn 
proceſſion was made from thence to the weſt-door of 
the abbey-church of Weſtminſter, through St. Margaret's 
church-yard, by a. paſſage railed in, floored with boards, 
in the following method : 

The drums of his Majeſty's houſhold, the drum- major 
attending. 

A kettle-drum, and his Majeſty's trumpets, the ſerjeant- 
trumpeter attending. 

Twelve alms-men of the church of Weſtminſter, going 


two and two in their gowns, having three imperial crowns 


embroidered upon that part whe covered their right 
ſhoulders.

The Prebendaries of the church of Weſtminſter, proceed- 
ing two and two in white mantles lined with red, having 
the like badge on their right ſhoulders. 

The Purſuivants of arms in their tabarta; the Heralds in 
tabarts and collars ; the Provincial Kings of arms in tabarts, 


collars, and with their badges. 


Then the Knights companions, all habited in their mantles 
and ſurcoats, and each carrying in his hand the white hat, 
adorned with the plume of white feathers ; the proxies only 
carrying the mantles of their principals upon their right arms, 
going by pairs, according to the following ſcheme, whercia 
thoſe in the loweſt ſtalls went foremoſt.

Edward Younge, Eſq; Regiſter of the order, habited in 
a mantle like to that of the Prebendaries, having under it a 
ſurcoat like to that of the Eſquires, and on his breaſt, hang- 
ing to a gold chain, an eſcutcheon, enamelled on a held 
Azure, three imperial crowns Or, the arms of the order, ha- 
ving in the center the repreſentation of a book bound Gules, 
the leaves Or, and carrying the ſtatutes of the order, covered 
with red velvet, with the arms of the order emboſſed there- 
on with gold, having on his right hand Edward Mountague, 
Eſq; Secretary of the order, in the like mantle and ſurcoar, 
wearing in like manner his eſcutcheon being enamelled with 
the arms of the order, having in the center two pens placed 
Salter-Wiſe ; and on his left hand Edmund Sawyer, Eſq; the 
Gentleman-Uſher of the order, in the like mantle and ſur- 
coat, and having at a golden chain an eſcutcheon enamelle4 
with the arms of the order hanging upon his breaſt, and 
carrying in his right hand the ſcarlet rod ſurmounted with 
three imperial crowns, all three of them carrying their red 
caps, or bonnets, in their hands. 

John Anſtis, Eſq; Garter Principal King of Arms, in his 
tabart over a white ſurcoat, and with his collar and the badge 
of his office upon his breaſt hanging to a gold chain, with his 
hat in his hand, having on his right hand John Anſtis, Junior, 
the genealogiſt of the order, habited in a mantle and ſurcoat 
like to the other officers, and wearing pendent to-a golden 
chain an eſcutcheon enamelled with the arms of the order, 
with the cyphers or letters G interlaced in the center, and 
on his left hand Grey Longueville, Eſq; Bath King of Arms, 
in the like mantle and ſurcoat, having on his breaſt hanging 
to a gold chain, about his neck, the eſcutcheon of the arms 
of the order empaling thoſe of the Sovereign, ſurmounted 
with an imperial crown, and carrying the white rod or 
ſcepter in his right hand, the two latter having their red

weight, having the badge or ſymbol of the order thereto

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pendent, his Grace being covered with the white hat, adorn- 
ed with a plume of white feathers. * 

Sir Andrew Fountaine, proxy for Prince William, went 
therefore covered with his hat in this proceſſion, carrying the 
mantle upon his right arm. | 

In this form they proceeded to the chapel of Henry VII, 

at the eaſt end of the Abbey of Weſtminſter. 
The twelve alms-men there entered two and two, and, 
coming to the middle of the choir, did altogether in a body 
make their joint and low reyerences to the altar, and, turn- 
ing about, then made their obeiſances to the Sovereign's fall, 
and dividing themſelves ſtood on each ſide in a row, down 
from the rails of the altar. 

The meſſenger of the order, in like manner, and ſtood 
below the alms-men. | | 

The Eſquires having made a ſhort ſtand at the door, while 
the alms-men and meſſengers thus placed themſelves, enter- 
ed three and three, and, being in a body, made the like re- 
verences together in the middle of the choir, and ſtood before 
their reſpective ſeats, which were underneath the ſtalls of 
their Knights, | 

The Prebendaries of the church of Weſtminſter, two 
and two in the fatne manner, placing themſelves within the 
rails-of the altar to affiſt at divine ſervice. 

The Purſuivants, Heralds, and the Provincial Kings of 
Arms, likewiſe entered, and were permitted to ſtand before 
the forms, under Prince William's ſtall, who had com- 
mands given them by the Great Maſter to take eſpecial 
care to ſhew the Knights their reſpective banners upon their 
cntries, 

Ihe two Knights in the loweſt ſtalls entered, and, paſſing 
up near to their banners, made their double reverences to- 
gether in the middle of the choir, and then retired under 
their banners. 

Who being thus placed, all the other Knights and Proxies 
by pairs; or ſingly, according to the method obſerved in 
the proceſſion, took their ſtations under their banners, with 
the like ceremonies. 

Then the Regiſter, in breaſt, with the Secretary and 
Gentleman- Uſher, in the ſame method, who ſtood before 
their bench, at the foot of the Sovereign's ſtall. 

Garter, the Genealogiſt, and Bath King of Arms, did the 
ſame, and ſtood before their bench. 

The Dean in like manner ſtood before his chair. 

The Great Maſter entered ſingle with the like obeiſances, 
and retired under his banner. 

The proxy of Prince William entered alone in the like 
manner, 

Prince William, who by the ſtatutes is declared to be the 
firſt and principal companion of this order, and to be placed 
next to the Sovereign, at this time came into the chapel in 
perſon, and the Sovereign having been pleaſed, in regard to 
the tenderneſs of his age, to diſpenſe with his obſervance of 
all the rights of this order, that might give him any fatigue ; 
he therefore immediately aſcended into his ſtall, being inveſt- 
ed in his mantle and collar, and ſat down there covered. 

Bath King of Arms then made his reverences in the middle 
of the choir, and turning himfelf to the Great Maſter, who 
making his double reverences in the choir took his ſtall, and 
there repeated his obeiſances, and ſat down covered with 
his white hat. 

Ihen the proxy of the Duke of Richmond aſcended into 
the ſtall of his principal in like manner, and ſtood there un- 
covered, holding the mantle upon his right arm. 

Then Bath turned himſelf to the two Knights in the 
next ſtalls, who, at the ſame inſtant, made the like obei- 
ſances below, and repeated them in their ſtalls, and fat 
down uncovered. | 

In like manner, all the reſidue of the companions and 
proxies, having waited the ſeating of thoſe in the upper ſtalls, 
in their courſes, took their reſpective ſtalls, by pairs, throuah 
ſuch paſlages, as the troubling any Knight in a higher all 
might beſt be avoided, | 
Wich being done, the Eſquires, having made their re- 
verences in a body, retired to their feats z after them the 
officers of arms, and the officers of the order, placed them- 
ſelves on their forms with the like ceremonies. The Pro- 
vincial Kings of Arms, and the Heralds, according to a re- 
queſt made to the Great Maſter, were allowed to fit on 
benches in this preſent ceremony, placed- at the foot of 
Prince, William's ſtall, the Purſuivants ſtanding beſore them. 
_ . Bath, and the Gentleman-Uſher forthwith aroſe, made 


their reyetences in the middle of the choir, and being fol- 


lowed by the Dean, in like manner, proceeded towards the 
ſtall of the Great Maſter, who, making his obeiſances in the 
middle of the choir, proceeded to inſtall the Knights in the 
following manner: 

The Great Maſter entered into the ſtall of the Knight 
companion next in height to his own, and, having there given 
the proxy of the Duke of Richmond the tranſcript of the 
ſtatutes atteſted. under the ſeal of the order, the Dean admi-

The Great Maſter, with the like attendance, hivin 
made his obeiſances in the middle of the choir, then repaiſe 


to the ſtall of the Duke of Mancheſter, delivering to him 
the copy of the ſtatutes, and the Dean having adminiſtered 
the oath, which was of the tenour following: “ You ſhall 
© honour God above all things; - you ſhall be ſtedfaſt in the 
„faith of Chriſt ; you ſhall love the King yout Sovereign 
„Lord, and him, and his right defend to your power; You 
ſhall defend maidens, widows, and orphans, in theit rights, 
and ſhall fuffer no extortion, as far as ybu may prevent 
it; and of as great honour be this order unto you, as ever 
it was to any of your progenitors, or others.” Bath 
then delivered the collar of the order to the: Great Ma- 
ſter, who put it about the neck of the Duke of Man- 
cheſter, and, placing the white hat on his head, feated 
him down in his ſtall, who, riſing, made his double fe- 
verences, and, the Great Maſter having egabraced and con- 
gratulated him, he then ſat down in his ftall, covered with

The Great Maſter thus proceeded throughout the reſidue 
of the ſtalls, performing the like ceremonies to the Knights 


and Proxies reſpectively. 


Which being finiſhed, and the Great Maſter returned to 
his own ſtall, the Dean was conducted to the altar, and 
Bath and the Gentleman-Uſher being returned to their 
benches, which ceremonies were performed with the due 
obciſances ; divine ſervice then began: during which time, 
the Knights did place their hats upon the cuſhions laid be- 


Upon the firſt ſentence of the offettory, Let your light 1 
ine, &c. the muſic playing, Bath ſtepped from his bench, 
made his double reverences in the middle of the choir, and, 
coming before the ſtall of the junior Knight, bowed to 
him, and immediately turned himſelf to the oppoſite ſide, 
bowing to the K night in that ſtall, who aroſe, and, making 
their double obeiſances both at one time in their ſtalls, de- 
ſcended into the middle of the choit, where they repeated 
the ſame, and retired under their banners. Bath then in 
like manner ſummoned the Knights in the next ſtalls, and 
ſo throughout the whole courſe of ſtalls, ſummoning them 
by pairs, and the proxy of the Duke of Richmond ſingle, 
and then the Great Maſter, and aftet him Prince William 
alone, who all of them, with the like ceremonies, placed 


themſelves under their banners. 


Bath returned to his bench, and the Provincial Kings of 
Arms, making their reverences, waited upon PrinceWilliam, 
who, upon his going from under his banner, made his double 


obeiſances, and, being thus preceded, made his double 


reverences near the rails of the altar, and at the rails, to the 


altar only, whete kneeling down, his Highneſs 


made hr 


offering into the baſon held by the Dean, aſſiſted by the 


Prebends. And he repeated the ſame reverences 


in hiz re- 


turn, and entered into his ſtall, Where he again made his 


double obeifances and ſat down. 


Bath King of Arms then aroſe, and, being joined by

Maſter, who, carrying his white hat in his hand, offered 
in the ſame manner, and feturned and fat down in hs

And then the Proxy of the Duke of Richmond in 
the ſame method, and ſtood in the ſtall holding the 


mantle. 


And afterwards all the Knights and Proxies ih lik 


manner, wherein this rule was ' obſerved, that the Knights 


and Proxies in the oppoſite ſtalls offered by pairs 
and the Heralds, according to their ſeniorities, 


repeated their turns in going with Bath Ring of Arms, 


before the Knights and Proxies. 


Divine ſetviee being ended, the K nights compartions put 
on their white hats, and, while the muſic play'd, Bath King 
of Arms ſummoned all the Knights and Proxies to 
come down from their ſeveral ſtalls ' in the former me- 


thod, who all ſtood under their banners. 


Which being done, Prince William was conducted to 
the rails of the altar with the Ike ceremonies, 'as in the 
former offering, where the Prinee ünſheathed His ſword, | 
and offered it himfelf naked to the Dean, and, having te- 
deemed it, the Dean returned it with the following 200- 
nition : I exhort and admoniſn you, to uſe your fword tothe 
glory of God, the defence of the Goſpel, the maintenance 
of your Sovereign's right and honour, and of all equi 
juſtice, to the utmoſt of your. power. 'And foon after ward 
the Prince retired out of the chapel. leaving Sir Andrew 
Fontaine to be his proxy in the proceſſion for the 
the chapter houſe.

ſingly, and all other the Knights covered and Proxies, un.

double reverences, - and continued ftanding holding the

uſual obeiſances, where each Knight and Proxy, ſtanding, 
unſheathed his ſword, and offered it naked to the Dean, 
who, upon the redemption of it, reſtored the ſame with the 
proper admonitions, according to the oaths they had taken this 
day; and theſe Knights and Proxies, being all ſeverally re- 
conducted back to the places under their reſpective banners, 
the alms· men begun the proceſſion, and were followed by all 
others, having firſt performed their double obeiſances in 
the chapel. And this proceſſion was made in the ſame 
form back to the chapter-ropm as in the firſt proceſſion to 
the chapel, except in the following particulars ;- that, at the 
outſide of the Weſt-door of the Abbey, the Sovereign's Ma- 
ſter-Cook, having a linnen apron, and a chopping-knife in 
his hand, ſeverally faid to each companion, Sir, you 
« know what great oath you have taken, which if you 
« keep, it will be great Honour to you; but, if you break it, 
« | ſhall be compelled; my office, to hack off your 
« ſpurs from your heels.” And that the Prebendaries 
had leave to retire to "Zeruſalem-chamber from the Welt- 
end of the Abbey- church; the Eſquires, Officers of Arms, 
and of the order, after they came out of the church, were 
allowed to be covered z and, at the door of the chapter- 
room, Bath King of Arms took the mantles from the 
Proxies. | 

Dinner being ready; the Great Maſter being preceded 
by the Officers of the Order, and Garter King of Arms, 
came into the Court of Requeſts, preceeded down to the 
lower end thereof, and entered into the way at the 
farther ſide of the table, and came up to the top of it, 
being followed by all the Knights in courſe, according to 
the height of their ſtalls; and, when grate had been laid, 
they all ſat down in that order, in the fame row upon 
one ſide of the table, each of them having an eſcutcheon of 
his arms and titles fixed to the wall over his feat: the 
Dean was placed next to the junior Knight, and the 
Proxics of the Duke of Richmond and of the Lord Gle- 
norchy ſat uncovered at the bottom of the table. 

The Officers of the order, covered with their bofinets, 
fat at a table placed oppoſite the Knights table, towards 
the lower end of the room; the Officers of Arms dined 
at a table in the paſſage from the Houſe of Lords to 
the Houſe oſ Commons; and the Prebendaries in Feru- 
ſalem- chamber. 


The Eſquires, having for ſome time attended behind their 


reſpective Knights, had leave given them to retire to 
their dinner in the Painted- chamber, who went thither in 
their courſes, where they dined. | 

At the ſecond courſe, Bath King of Arms aroſe, and, 
the muſic ceaſing, made his reverence in the middle of the 
room, and there, according to the command given him, 
proclaimed the ſtile of Prince William, the firſt and prin- 
cipal companion of this moſt Honourable Order, who is 
always to be placed next to the Sovereign; and then 
coming up near to the Great Maſter, who ſtood up un- 
covered, while Bath proclaimed his tiles ; and, the Great 
Maſter, then fitting down, the ftile of each companion 
preſent, in the like manner, was reſpectively proclaimed, 
at which ſome Heralds and Purſuivants attended. 

The whole ceremony was performed with great regu- 
larity, magnificence, and ſplendor.

The ſtudy of Medals is both uſeful and pleaſant. 

Medals (ſays a late Author“) give 
a great light to Hiſtory, in con- 
paſſages as are true in old Au- 
thars, in ſettling ſuch as are told after different 
manners, and in recording ſuch as have been 
omitted. In this caſe, a cabinet of Medals is

way in the world to perpetuate the memory of 
great actions, thus to coin out the life of an 
Emperor, and to every great exploit into 
the mint. It Tons kind f printing, be- 
fore the art was invented. It is by this 


means, that Monſ. Vaillant has diſembroil'd a 


hiſtory that was loſt to the world before his 
time, and out of a ſhort collection of Medals, has 
given us a chronicle of the kings of Syria. 
For this too is an advantage Medals have over 
books, that they tell their ſtory much quicker, 
and ſum up a whole volume in twenty or thirty 
Reverſes. They are indeed the beſt Epitomes in 
the world, and let you ſee with one caſt of an 
eye, the ſubſtance of a hundred pages, Ano- 
ther uſe of Medals is, that they not only ſhew 


you the actions of an Emperor, but at the 


ſame time, mark out the year in which they 
were perform d. Every exploit has its date 
ſet to it. A ſeries of an Emperor's coins is his 
life, digeſted into annals. Hiſtorians ſeldom 
break their relation with a mixture of chronology, 
nor diſtribute the particulars of an Emperor's 
ſtory into'the ſeveral years of his reign : or where 
they do it, they often differ in their ſeveral 
periods, Here therefore it is much fafer to 
quote a Medal than an Author; for in this caſe 
you do not appeal to a Suetonius or a Lam- 
pridius, but to the Emperor himſelf, or to the 
whole Reman Senate. 


What a pleaſure is it to ſee the faces of 
Emperors, Kings, Conſuls, Generals, Ladies of 
Renown, famous Poets, to examine their looks 
and the different habits and dreſſes which pre- 
vail'd in the ſeveral ages when the Medals were 
ftruck, Upon theſe Medals, are alſo ſeen the 
origin and revolutions of ſtates, and the names 
of their founders and preſervers; the branches 
of illuſtrious families ; land and fea fights ; pub- 
lick entries; ceremonies, and whatever peace and 
war, life and death, births, marriages, and funerals,

\ (x) The truth is, after the three firſt hundred years 
of the Cæſars, there was little care of any Coins preſerving 
the Roman Majeſty by Medals. For from thence to Tee- 
Hoftus, we meet with none but ſmall, thin pieces without 
Relievo, and from the diviſion of the Empire after the death 
of that Prince, nothing but barbarous in Fgur e, reverſe, 
character, legend, &c. Nor did they recover any fort of 
value for either beauty or metal for almoſt a thouſand years, 


when Painting and Architecture began to flouriſh again. 


There are about twelve hundred Imperia! Medals of gold, 
three hundred of filver, and fix or feven thouſand of braſs 
or copper. It is not the metal, but the ſcarceneſs of the 
Medal that makes it valuable. For inſtance, Otho's of 
large Copper {bring 2 fingular Medal) are held at an im-

govemment and religion can produce of great, 
magnificent, or venerable. Here the Architect 
may behold theaters and triumphant arches, of 
which no traces appear, and models of antient 
temples, tho' the temples themſelves have been 
deſtroyed many ages ago. Or if any ruins 
of former edifices remain, he may learn from 


hence what their ſtructure was, When whole 


and entire. Statuaries and Painters may likewiſe 
improve their art by the ſtudy of Medal, 
Rapbael had thoroughly ſtudied the figures on 
old Coins, and Le Brun did the fame. Ruben, 
it is well known, had a noble collection of Me. 
dals in his own poſſeſſion. As there are on Me- 


dals plans of buildings that are now detmoliſh'd, 


ſo we ſee on them too the models of antient 
ſtatues that are now loſt. The Hercules of 
Farneſe, the Venus of Medicis, the Apollb in 
the Belvidera, and the famous Marcus Aurelius 
on hotſeback (the four moſt beautiful - ſtatues 


extant) make their appearance on antient Medals, 


though the figures that repreſent them, were 
never thought to be the copies of ſtatues, till the 
ſtatues themſelves were diſcovered. The fame 
reflection may extend to antient pictures. In 
the deſigns of ſeveral Grech Medals in particular 
the hand of an Apelles, or Protogenes might 
be often ſeen, were we as well acquainted with 
their works, as we are with Titan's or Van- 
dyke's, To this might be added, the great light 
the ſtudy. of Medals gives to the antient Geo- 
graphy, and to many paſſages of the old Poets, 
and claſſick Authors in general, 


But . notwithſtanding all theſe advantages the 
Preference, is by ſome, given to the ſtudy of 
Modern Medals, or thofe that have been ſtruck 
within three hundred years when ſculpture and 
engraving began to revive. The fame ( ay 
they) may be faid of Medals as is generally 
ſaid of Hiſtory, The knowledge of antient 
Hiſtory ſeems more learned, but that of mo- 
dern Hiftory more valuable: The Greet and 
Roman Hiſtory is particularly for the ſtudious, 
the Hiſtory of the times is for all forts of per- 
ſons, the one ſhines in the ſchools, the other 
in converſation, The one is perhaps more cu- 
rious.

If ſuch! be the advantage of Modern Hiſtory 
over the Antient, how preferable fay they) on 
the ſame account ſhould the Medals be 
to the Antient ones? Bat whether this be ſo 
or not, thus much is certain, that the Modern 
Medals afford more light than the Antrent, and 


mark the times and :conſequences of events more 


preciſely: Whereas the inſeriptions of the. Auti- 
ent Medals ate very ſhort and often without date. 
s there a marriage by Which A State has paſſed 
from one family to another? The Buſt of the 
Prince and Princeſs, their name, titles, date of 
the event, is at once ſeen on the Medal. Is 
there a battle won, or a town taken, or a camp 
formed ? The view of the camp, the plan of 
the ſioge, an inſcription, a column, are all ſcen 


at one view. Is a treaty of peace or truce, of alli- 


ance, of partition, or of barrier on foot? An 
emblem, a deviſe, the place of congreſs, the 
name of the negotiators, lie all before your 
view on the Medal (1). 


Of all the modern Medals, the moſt re- 
markable ſeries are thoſe on which the United 
Provinces (in imitation of the Romans) have re- 
preſented all their publick and memorable tranſ- 
actions by ſea and land, from the marriage 
of the Emperor Maximilion with Mary of 
Burgundy, in 1477, to the preſent time. This 
collection conſiſts of many hundreds of Medals, 
ſtruck at the time the events happened, 


Had England followed the fame example, 
and (like the Romans) ſtampt on gold, filver, or 
copper, all the remarkable paſlages ſince the 
Norman conqueſt, how valuable would thoſe mo- 
numents have been ? The Greeks and Romans 
when they erected any ſtately building, never 
failed of ſtriking the model of it on a Medal ; 
had we done the ſame, we ſhould not have 
wanted Medals of our Cathedrals, Colleges, the 
Royal Exchange, Greenwich Hoſpital, London 
Bridge, and all other remarkable edifices in Great 
Britain, We ſhould likewiſe have viewed with 
pleaſure, the faces of our Kings, Queens, Stateſ-

famous Behemian reformer John Huſs 1415. If any pre- 
fend to be more antient, they are ſpurious.

men, Generals, Admirals, and other famous Men 
and Women: Many errors in hiſtory would have 
been avoided, many dates corrected, and light 
given to many particulars, even to thoſe relating 
to our very conſtitution, which are now cover'd 
with darkneſs. We ſhould not (for inſtance) have 
been ignorant of the time when the other Courts 
of Juſtice ſeparated from the Exchequer, or 
(what is more remarkable) when the lords and 
commons to; fit in different rooms, and 
formed the two houſes of -parliament. Theſe, and 
many other events would have been known, and 
their dates fixed, had they been recorded in Medal. 


On the contrary, we have very few Medals 


before the Reftoration, nor was it till the Re- 


volution that any regular ſeries appear d. From 
that time the Reader, will ſee in the following 
ſheets, a complete ſet of Medals (never before 
publiſh'd-in England) during the reigns. of king 
William IIl. and queen Mary, queen Anne, and 
king George I. with an explication of the deviſes, 
inſcriptions and mottos. Here may be ſeen at 
one view, and eaſily imprinted on the memory, 
the alliances, battles, ſieges, negotiations, treaties 
of truce or peace, expeditions, and all other 
ſignal events, from the year 1688-to 1727 (2). 


To prepare the Reader for this entertainment, 
nothing can be more proper than Mr. Pope's 


verſes on Mr. Addiſon's treatiſe of Medals, 
which are therefore annex'd to this Preface.

He 
ſet out the next day for Holland, having received 
noble preſents. As the ſecret deſign of his coming 
was unknown, moſt people imagined that he had no 
other view but to ſecure the liberty of Great- Britain, 
and of the Empire.

FTER the diſappointment of the intended in- 
vaſion of Scotland, the Confederates reſolved to 
exert their whole - ſtrength againſt the French. The 


Duke of Marlborough ſet out l f, 1708, for Brabant, 


April 23, 
where the army was aſſembled before the end of May. 
April 22, the French did alſo get their forces toge- 
ther; the Duke of Burgundy and Berry, who were 
to command them, went to the camp with the pre- 
tended Prince of Wales and the Count of Toulouſe. 
After ſeveral motions the Allies encamped near Lou- 
vain, and the French at Genape and Braine - la-Lieuſe; 

h armies entrenched themſelves ſo, as to give room 
t think they would wait which of the two would be 
ſooneſt tired. But all of a ſudden, and when It was 


leaſt expected, the F rench decamped, 1 2. towards 
the evening, and ſent before them a detachment of fix- 
en thouſand men, who marched through Enguien to 
Aloft, breaking all the bridges behind them over the 
nver Dendre. The body of their army being arrived 


at Halle, orders were ſent to the abovementioned de- 
Yor. IV 


tachment to march with all ſpeed to Ninove, and thence 


. the next night to Ghent, eath trooper carrying 4 f6ot- 


ſoldier behind him. They arrived at that city in the 
morning. juſt as the gates were opened, forced the 
guards of citizens, and ſeized thus on the city: The 
caſtle ſurrendered ſoon after, beeauſe the garriſon was 
not ſtrong enough to defend it. About the ſame time; 
Count de la Motte, who was ih Walloon Flandres; 
marched towards Bruges, with a body of thirteen thou- 


land men, and ſome - cannon, and finding the towti 


unprovided with troops, he - ſeized upon it, — 2 
after which he took fort Plaſſendaal ſword in hand. On 
the firſt notice of the. march of the French, the Con- 
federates purſued them with all poſſible diligence, and 
even fell upon their rear, but could not hinder them 
from continuing their march. So that hearing of the 
loſs of the three mentioned places, they reſolved wo 
march with the utmoſt ſpeed ro Oudenardt, in order 
to meet the enemy between the Scheld and the Lys, 
when they ſhould return towards the frontiers of 
France, and forte them to a battle; Accordingly, the 
Generals Cadogan and Rantzau were detached, in or- 


der to ſeize the paſs of Leſſines, whilſt the whole 


army was marching that way. Jeg. % at noon, theſe 


June 30, 
two officers diſcovered the French army, incamped a- 


bove Oudenarde, in a ground encumbered with: hedges 


and groves. They immediately acquainted the grand 
army with it, and were ordered to fall upon the 
French, without loſing one . moment's time. They 
attacked them at the village of Beveren, and after a 
great ſlaughter drove them from it- The reſt of the 
army having paſſed the Scheld, and formed themſelves 
into order as the troops arrived, began to fall upon 
the enemy about four o'clock in the afternoon. The 
battle began now to be very hot, but among the foot 


| only, becauſe the hedges, and the deep roads did not 


ſuffer the horſe to, engage. The French were drove 
back from hedge to hedge, and bore down at every 


attack, till at laſt, being taken in the rear by eighteen. 


battalions and ſome ſquadrons, they loſt all courage, 
left the field of battle, covered with a great number 
of dead, and, being favoured by night, they retired 
in the utmoſt diſorder under the cannon of Ghent.

5. This medal was ſtruck on the following occa- 
ſion. During the ſiege of Liſle by the allies in Auguſt, 
1708, a reinforcement of eight thouſand Engliſh land- 
ed at Oſtend, with a vaſt quantity of powder and other 
ammunition of all ſorts, great part of which was al- 
ready got to the army of the beſiegers. But as the 
remaining part was ſtill very conſiderable, and become 
continually more ſo, by the freſh ſupplies which ar- 
rived daily at Oftend, Major-General Webb, and 
Count Naſſau- Wouderburgh were diſpatched with 
thirteen battalions, to eſcort the convoy of ammuni- 
tion and proviſions deſigned for the ſiege, and the 
Duke of Marlborough advanced beyond Menin, as far 
as Marquette, to be at hand to ſupport them. A ſe- 
cond detachment of twelve battalions, and twenty-eight 
ſquadrons, having joined the firſt, they met the con- 
voy at Hoogleden, and were told the 75th of Auguſt, 
that Monſieur de la Motte was upon the march with 
twenty-three or twenty-four thouſand men to attack 
them near Wynendaal. They immediately drew them- 
ſelves in two lines at the iſſue of a defile or narrow paſs 
made by a wood near the caſtle of Wynendaal ; and 
the General poſted a regiment on each ſide of the wood, 
with ſtrict orders to keep quiet, and not to fire, till 
they were ſure to take the enemy in flank. They had 
but juſt made theſe diſpoſitions, when the French ap- 
ferne after having canonaded them during three 

ours with ten field- pieces. The French had formed 
four lines of their infantry, and as many of their cavalry, 
and entered the defile with a deſign to attack the eſcorte. 
They were no ſooner arrived at the place where the am- 
buſcade lay, but they were ſaluted on both ſides with a 
general volley, which put both their right and left in- 
to a confuſion. However they ſoon recovered them- 
ſelves, and even made two battalions give way : But 
the regiment of Albemarle, which oppoſed their paſ- 
ſage in front, ſtopped them till ſuch time as freſh 
troops could come up. The French finding themſelves 
thus ſtopt in front, and their flanks expoſed to a con- 
tinual fire, their two wings fell back in a confuſion 
upon their center, and they all retired out of the defile, 
leaving between three and four thouſand dead upon 
the ſpot, with ſome pieces of cannon, It was im- 
poſſible afterwards for the French General to bring his 
men a third time to the charge, and he was forced to 
ſuffer the convoy to paſs. This action, in which the 
allies were but ſeven or eight thouſand men ſtrong, * 
celebrated in the preſent medal.

off, evacuated the place in the night between the 2d 
and 3d of January (or, according to the Old Stile, 


between the 22d and 23d of December 1708.) and re- 


tired towards Dixmuyden and Niewport. The French 
abandoned at the ſame time the fort of Plaſſendaal, 
and the village of Leffinghen, where they had en- 
trenched themſelves, and in , general all the poſts they 
held in thoſe quarters. As ſoon as the city of Bruges 
was got rid of the French, the Magiſtrates ſent Depu- 
ties to the Duke, of Marlborough, offering to ſubmit 
to King Charles III. of Spain: The Engliſh General 
received their ſubmiſſion, and ſent a garriſon into the 
city, Thus that long and laborious campaign finiſhed 
moſt gloriouſly, by the ſurrender of the two places 
which the enemy had taken from the Allies, The

For indeed, if we conſider with one view all the 
events of this campaign of 1708, we cannot but be 
truck with aſtoniſhment ; the expeditions of that cam- 
paign are ſuch, that future ages will hardly believe 
them, Early in the ſpring the grandſons of Lewis 
XIV appear at the head of a formidable army, hoping 
and expecting to ſignalize themſelves by ſuch actions 
as ſhould be worthy of their high birth. Fortune 
ſeems at firſt to anſwer their expectations. They ſeize 
upon Ghent, ſurprize Bruges, and take Plaſſendaal 
ſword in hand. But they have hardly time to rejoice 
for thoſe conqueſts. On their return from thoſe expe- 
ditions, and whilſt they think they have nothing to 
fear, they are attacked, and within a few hours are 
forced to fly into that ſame city, from which they are 
Juſt come in triumph. On the other hand, the Allies, 
being encouraged by ſo great a ſucceſs, beſiege Liſle, 
the ſtrongeſt fortreſs in all Walloon Flanders ; they 
make three projects miſcarry, which the French, who 
have now repaired their loſſes, attempt to relieve that 
city: They conquer all the obſtacles which are put in 
their way, by a numerous garriſon, commanded by the 
moſt experienced General, and encouraged by the ſan- 
guine hopes of all France, waiting impatiently the 
iſſue of that important ſiege. In vain do the French 
attempt to ſeize upon Ath by treaſon ; 1n vain do they 
attack a detachment near Leffingen ; in vain will they 
carry off a great convoy at Wynendaal ; their repeat- 
ed efforts ſerve only to diſplay the ability of the Ge- 
nerals of the Allies, who ſupplying the want of num- 
bers by the choice of an advantageous poſt, repulſe the 
enemy with great Joſs on his fide, and arrive at the 
camp loaded with laurels, leading with them in tri- 
umph the convoy they have ſecured. The French 
reap no greater advantage from the overflowing of the 
low grounds in the neighbourhood of Bruges, nor 
from the intrenchments they raiſe along the Scheld and 
the canal of Ghent. The Allies, by the ſurpriſing 
rapidity of their march, paſs the Scheld without ſtriking 
a blow, force the intrenched enemies to retire from 
their lines, and leave behind them the greateſt part of 
their baggage ; and having obliged the Duke of Ba- 
varia to raiſe the ſiege of Bruſſels, they drive the 
Princes of the blood to the very borders of their own 
country. In the mean time the city of Liſle ſurren- 
ders, and afterwards the caſtle. Finally, the taking 
of Ghent and Bruges, which the French had taken

After the ſurrender of Tournay, the Prince . of 
Heſſe-Caſſel marched with a body of ſixteen thouſand 
men to inveſt Mons, the capital of Hainault, and to 
ſieze ſome poſts; in the neigtibourhdod; particularly 
along the banks of the tiver Tröuille, which runs to- 


wards that city. He was followed, 7 1709, by 
the reſt of the army; but the rains, and the narrow- 
nels of the roads did ſo much retard this march, that 
the French had time to move their camp; and to 
march to Blanchies, where they poſted their horſe in a 
plaiti between two woods, in which this infantry poſted 
themſelves. ' The Allies, upon their arrival, finding 
the French in that ſituation, refolved to drive them 
from that camp : But as they would undertake no- 
thing without the conſent: of the Deputies from the 
States-General, who were. not yet arrived, the French 
had time to render their camp unacceſſible, by means 
of a treble intrenchment, with which they covered it. 
Notwithſtanding this new obſtacle, the Allies reſolved 


to attack them, and on the % 0 1 they march- 
ed up to the intrenchments with all the courage ima- 

inable: The left wing, commanded by the Puke of 

arlborough, fell on the French with ſo much bra- 
very, that they were driven from the two firft in- 
trenchments, and cut in pieces. However, that wing 
could not then force the third intrenchrments,, becauſe 
of the great number of guns that deſended it. The 
Allies, though expoſed to the diſcharge of the Whole 
artillery, which carried off WHoOle companies, at once, 
kept their ground for ſome time; but at aft, finding 
their number canſiderably diminiſhed; they abandbfied 
the two intrenchments. In the mean time, the in- 
fantry of the right wing, commanded by Prince Eu- 
gene, having penetrated (through: the wood into the 
plain, aſter a moſt obſtinate reſiſtance "from the 
French, gave the horſe an opportunity to force alſo 


the intrenchments, which joined the two woods.
